FebraaiT Trade Ketnrns Show Im- 
provement- Ministers' Absence 
Prevents Cabinet Meeting:- 

Victoria Promotions in Militia General 
Orders— Hifjb Price for Corpor- 
ation Debentures. 

(From Oar Own CorresDondent.1 
OcTAWA, March 15.— Having obtained 
cortifidates of qaallfioation at the school re- 
cently held at Victoria, Second Lieutenants 
R. Rooa Monro, T. IJ. Grogory and J. P. 
Hibben are by Militia General Orders pro- 
moted to be Lleatenants in tho British 
Columbia Garrison Artillery. Major P. AC 
Irving, who went out last year, ia granted 
tho rank of Captain on retirement. Captain 
A. W. Jouen, dSslriob paymaster at Vio- 
toria, ia granted' the honorary rank of 
Major. 

The olty corporation to-day sold $300,000 
worth of four per cent, twenty year de- 
bentures Ob 102, the best price, it ia be- 
lieved, ever obtained by any Canodian city. 

The meeting of council called for this 
afternoon has been postponed till to-mor- 
row, Hon. Meaera. Foster and Coellgan not 
having returned from tho Maritime Prov- 
ncca and Sir C H. Tuppor being laid up at 
homo by a cold. 

Prof. Saunders, of the experimental farm, 
has sent out oirculara requesting farmers to 
forward their applloations early for samples 
of Boud grain.

Tho trade returns for February show an 
imprc'cmont, tho imports having inoreaaod 
by 1760,000, and the exports being up to 
the average.

Tbe Queen, 

Nice, March 1!5.— Qaoen Victoria arrived 
horo to day and waa received with a groat 
display of ooromony by the mayor and tho 
other municipal authorities of tho town. 
She entered a carriage and with a military 
escort wos driven to Cimdez. Hor Mojesty 
has borne the journey well. She showed no 
signs of fatigue. 

Keller for Newfoandland. 

London, March 15. — Mr. Herbert Mur- 
ray, formerly chairman of the customs de- 
partment, baa been appointod to proceed to 
Newfoundland for tho purpose of distrib- 
uting financial relief on behalf of the Impe- 
rial government. 

New South Wales' Governor Urnd. 
LoNpoN, Maroh 15. — Advices from Syd- 
ney, Ka..W., state that Sir Robert William 
Duff, governor of that oolony, who has been 
ill for several weeks, died to-day. In the 
house this afternoon Under Colonial Seore- 
tary Buxton condoled with the bereaved 
family and expreeacd his sense of the loss 
sustained. 

Ilarcoarl to Be Hpeakcr. 
LosDo.v, Marsh 16. — The Globe statea 

that tho government has conveyed a hint to 

the opposition thot Sir William Vernon 
Marcourt is diapusod to accept tho speaker- 
ship when Sir Arthur WoUesley Pool 
resigna. providing tiia election ia not oppos- 
ed. Tho idea ia anid to havo boon well re- 
oivod by tho opposition, and if it is adopted 
It is reported that Campbell Bannerman 
will fluijceod llarcourt aa Liberal leader in 
the Hnuao of Conimona. 

The MI^Mliis Warship. 

Madiui), March lo — Iti tho chamber to- 
day Premier Sagaata aaid ho had no infor- 
mation aa to tho rumored arrival of tho 
Reina Regente at the Canaries. The gov- 
ernment had noo abandoned hope, however. 
Human bodies and wreckage had been found 
at various porta along the aonfehem coast, 
but they did not belong to the cruiser. In 
the senate Admiral Beranger aaid : " Tho 
Reina Regnnte was one of the beat ships in 
hur olasB afloat. She was well appointed in 
(ivory way. If she is lost, I believe she 
must luvo collided with another vessel or 
havo Rono ashore." In a subsequent inter- 
view Admiral lioran^cr aaid that the over- 
weight of the eruinei 'u lieck f>un8 wai rt'cti- 
dod two yoara ago by hia order wlulo ho waa 
miuiater of marine.)

Wrecker Balfear. 

London, March 15. — Tho Morning Post 
loarna from Buenos Ayros that tho Brltiah 
vioo-conaul will start at onco for Salta with 
a government order to tho local officials to 
Burronder Jabez Spencer Balfour, tho Lib- 
erator wrecker, to hia custody. Other re- 
ports tend to confirm the Post's dlapatches. 

The Venezaelan Dlfllculty. 
London, Mareh 15. — Italy haa offered her 
good offioea to Veneznela to settle the difS- 
oulty with the French and Belgian govern- 
nionte. Count) Magllno haa gone to Caraoaa 
to attempt an amicable aettlement. Italy 
was nob concerned in the conflict that culmi- 
nated with the return of tho French and 
Belgian ministers' passports. Venezuela 
had meditated dealing with theao two minia- 
tera lonp boforo tho ofl'onsive joint note was 
sent out from the Caracas legations. Tho 
note was in no way confidential, but was 
oommnnicated openly to Italy. 

AUMENIAN HORKOIIS. 

Tho Commlsslonors Find the Facts to lie 
Quite as Terrible as Ue- 
ported. 

London, Maroh 16.— The Dally Telegraph 
has a dispatch from Moosb, date not given, 

and forwarded from Kars yesterday. It 
Bays : " Tho commisaionors havo learned 
that tho Armenian priest Batcbadoor and 
his son wore ordered by General Darmes to 
sign a document asoribing tbe massacre to 
tho Kurds and clearing tho Turks of all 
blamo. The Batchadoora refused to do so. 
General D.irmcB then placed heated tri- 
angles around thoir necks. Tbe commission 
desii'o to examine the two Tiotims, but the 
latter are too ill, 

Tho Turkieh government tried every 
moane to compel tho eurvivors of the mac- 
auoro to return to their respeotivo villages 
and rebuild. Thoy promiaed _nionoy, seed 
corn, exemption from taxation and tho roa- 
titution of property. Nearly all refuaed 
and conaequontly were terribly treated. 
Some returned and are starving. Many 
who were wealthy and reapeoted are now in 
abject poverty." The correspondent quotes 
in^itances of villagers who are almost naked 
and aubaiating on millot seed. Tho atock of 
this seed, ho saya, must have given out a 
fortnight ago. Theao people had no hope 
of help and probably are dying or dead. 

If asaistanco be sent through the dele- 
gates in Moosh or tbe American missionaries 
in Bitlls," oontinnes the correspondent, 
" some lives may be saved." He writea of 
six girls of fourteen, danghtera of victims 
of the massacre, who returned to Semal half 
naked and died without food or fire in a hub 
at night during a anowatorm. He namea 
six villages where the few aurvivora of the 
masaaora are starving.

Patrons Adding Insaranco to'.Their 
Operations— An Overdraft Affair 
in Montreal. 



Winnipeg Ee-paving: With Oedar 
Blocks— Party Nominations For 
ttie Commons. 



THE "ALLIAiNCIA " AFFAIR. 

Unlced .^tatps OlUclala I'rciiarlne Their Case 
Aealnst the apanlah Government. 

Washington, Maroh 15. — Tho depart- 
ment of stato Is moving with deliberation in 
making up its case against tbe Spanish gov- 
ernment baaed on the firing by a Spanbh 
cruiser at the American steamer Alliancia, 
believing that in matters of snob moment it 
ia absolutely easential that our government 
should be In possession of the exact facts so 
as to avoid the humiliation of retraction 
through makinz a demand that cannot be 
sustained by evidence. 

One of tho precedents which has been 
unearthed and brought to tho attoution 
of tho acting aocrotary aa having a 
direct bearing on tho Alliancia incident 
waa found in tho procoodinga oi llie 
Alabama clainia commiasion. In one of 
the deolsiona announced by Judge Fitoh, 
tho court held there was no authority for 
tho stoppage or detention of a mail 
steamer which is pursuing her usual 
route, ovon if that route lay at places within 
tho threo-milu shore limit, and ao within 
the marine juriadiotion of the power aoek- 
ing to atop tno ehip. If this is hold to ba 
Bound doctrine, then, of course, tho Spaniah 
governmeot will make reparation for tho 
action of its cruiser, even should it appear 
that tho Alliancia was within three miles 
of Cape Mayai, aa tho Spanish minister hore 
believes. 

On tihe other hand, ii this decision Is not 
In effeot, then what la known as tbe " head- 
land theory " of jurisdiction will probably 
play an important part in the adjustment of 
the matter. Aooording to the oontuntion of 
Great Britain in the Fortune Biy daherioB 
oase, in which the United States baa ac< 
qniesoed, (he line of marine jnriadic- 
tion is drawn three miles from a 
lino running across from headland 
to headland, in the case of a bay oi 
a depreaeion in tho general ooaat line. The 
Spaniah authorities evidently tako tho po- 
Bition at this time, in tho ubaonco of exact 
udviooB, that tho Alliancia waa within auch 
a lino and ao within thoir juriadiotion, al- 
chough the ship may havo bean actually 
more than three miles from the nearest 
ahoro. Probably baaed on tho Alabama de- 
cision above referred to, a rumor waa in 
circulation to day to the ofTect that tho state 
department h is sent a siniater warning to 
tho Spaniah government to tho eireob that a 
declaration of war would follow a repetition 
of the Alliancia affair. 

Sonor Muraga, tho Spaninh miniater, haa 
nob aa yob received word from Cuba aa to 
tho gunboat which lired on tho Alliancia, 
nor does he know tho name of tho warship. 
Tho delay ia duo to tho faot that the gun- 
boat is cruising off the eastern ooast of 
Cuba, 400 miles from Havana. 

Qalet In New Orleans, 

Nkw Oni.KAhs, March 15 — The negro 

aorew men woro not molested to-day. The 
general opinion ia thdt thoro will bo no out 
break of lawleaanoas so long as tho militia ia 
kept on (juard, bub itiaalao generally afireed 
that tho griovanoos of the white screw men 
are deep seated and that tho detorminad 
spirit of their ay mpathizersalready.displayed 
will show itself again as soon as tho state 
troops are relieved of duty.

Condoaion of a Remarkable Trial Which Haa 
Greatly Interested Ontarl*.

known in Canada, John D. Hondershotb and 
Wm.

Henry 
Hendershottwere in John D. Henderahott'a 
employment, and the defence tried to prove 
that the victim was aeoldentally killed while 
felling trees In Hendershott's bush. The 
defence made out a fairly good case and 
woro confident of a verdict of acquittal. 
Tho Chief Justice sentenced bobh men to be 
hanged on June 8. The prisoners' counsel 
will apply for a new trial.

No steps wore taken to puniah 
the Boldiera or degrade tho generals, Suoh 
things cannot be done In times of battle 
The only way of reassuring the world was 
to flbow that the same soldiers could control 
the passion of revenge under the same pro- 
vocation. Wei-Hal-Wei has offered tho op- 
portunity. 

In Shantung, as in Liaotung peninsula, 
t'- ■ Chinese behaved with pitiless savagery. 
Wherever they caught a Japaneao they 
" riured and mutilated him. On one oo 
caslon surprising a party of thirty-five Jap 
aneee scouts cooking their mid-day meal 
.300 Chiuamea t'"d up any that retained 
signs of life, ufier a fierce struggle and tore 
from the bodies everything that eould bo 
torn. A few hours later, tho main body of 
the division to which tho unfortunate men 
bolongod niarohod by and saw tho corpses, 
liut there was no attempt at retaliation. 
Not a uinglo luatanco of cruelty ia recorded 
agiinst tho Japanese. On tho contrary, wo 
hoard of ordinary soldiers treating women 
tenderly and of a captain that carried a 
baby in his arma through the thick of a 
combat. 

The temper of the Japanoso nation has 
been eignUiountly displayed in connection 
with an additional grant of one hundred 
million yon for tho prosecution of tho war 
Tho original war budget passed unanimously 
by tho diet in ita extraordinary session last 
October amounted to 150,000,000 yen. Of 
that total 26,000,000 wore to be taken from 
accumulations of aurpiua revenue in the 
treasury and 124, (XK), 000 were to be obtained 
by issuing bonds, Tho iaauen of bonda have 
already boon made, one of HO, 000,000 and 
tho other of 50,000,000. Without queatlon 
or dlsouBsion of any kind the bndget was 
handed to the standing committee charged 
with the duty of examining and reporting 
upon all such measures. Two days later the 
committee presented Its report. It curtly 
stated there could be oo question about the 
advisability of granting tho appropriation 
required. On receipt of this report not 
member stood up to speak. The general 
idea was that there were no words needed. 
But when the president called for a ahow of 
hands, every member rose in his plaoe and 
the budget waa paased onanlmonsly amid a 
storm of cheers.

WiiicHicA.s under and by virtue of section 11 
of Tho Municipal Act Amoniimont Act, 1891, 
I ho Corporation of tho City ot Victoria Is em- 
poworod, when it shall have a aum of money 
on hand which haa been borrowed tor a special 
purpose by tho authority ot a loan by law, and 
whon tho Council deema It undesirable to ex- 
pond for auoh purpoao the money borrowed, to 
placo before tho ratepayers a by-law providing 
for tho expending of such aum ot money for 
somo other purpose ; 

A.Ni) wiiKiiE,\.s tho said Corpora'tlon of the 
City ot Victoria haa a sum of ton thousand 
doUniB on hand which haa boon borrowed tor 
tho purpote ot establishing a crematory by the 
authority of a loan by-law known aa the 
"Crematory By-Law," No. r27 ; 

And wmcitKAH tho Council of tho Corpora- 
tion of tho City of Victoria dooms it imdeslr-

!rhe tiwenty-eeoond uonniil mooting of tho 
Bubeoribera to bhe Protoatant Orphaua' 
Homo, hbld yoBtorday ovonlrg at the City 
Hall, while ftttraoting only a limited 
fttteadtkBoe, wm notable for the imporbanoe 
of the baalnesB tranaaoted. One itep for- 
ward was in the direotion of interoating Ih* 
Baptist denomiaation ia the pcaotical good 
work of iho Homo by placing tho Bsptiats 
npon tho oamo footing aa that of tho other 
Protoatant oharohoa hitherto roproaented in 
the mana|;emenli. Another motion from 
which sxoollent reealts may be anticipated 
was that to have the various Protestant 
oburchea aot apart an "Orphanage" Sun 
day, when apuoiu.! colloctioua uro to bo 
tukfu up toward thi! maintonanco ol this 
dcBorving charity. Laiit night's mooting 
wua prcBided over by Mr. Charloa Hiiywurd 
and attondtd by ihu following : Mr. .laniea 
HutchejHju, liunorsry troaauror ; Mr. John 
JeiBop, honorary aecrolary ; Re. Rov. 
Biahop Cridge, D.l)., Rev. Dr. Campboll, 
Rev. G. Clement Kiug, Hon. \V. J. Mao- 
donald, Mr. Noah Sliakeupearo, P.M , Mr.

The muoting having beun oponod with 
prayer by Hiahop Cruigo, and the uauul 
routine bueineaa boini.' dispoaod of, tho 
president, Mr. Charles Hayward, preaentcd 
nil annual report, which was to the follow- 
ing effect : 

" Ladies and Qenttemtn : 

" Tha past year, although tho moat auu- 
coasfnl ot iho twenty. two of thosooiety'a ex 
istonoo, when oonaidored only from the 
etandpoint of tho amount of uaeful and ben- 
eficent work done by it, baa boon one of con- 
aiderablo auiioty to your managing commit- 
tee. In addition to tho widoapread depres- 
sion prevailing among all olaaaea of tho com- 
munity whereby tho amount reooivod from 
donatlona and aubecriptiona haa been seri- 
oualy afTeotod ; tho loaa auatainod at the 
commecooment of tho year of the sum of 
$1, 632 92 by tho failure of Green, Worlock 
A Uo.'a bank, neoeaaitated the groatoit oau 
tion and economy in tho adminlatration of 
its aifaira Happily tho ladiea' committeo, 
together with our excellent matron, cheer 
fally aad energBtically responded to the 
neoessitiea of the situation, and by the ex 
eroise of the must commendable earn and 
economy eucjecded in keeping the working 
expeneea down to the lowest possible limit. 
Your reception committee were tbut enabled 
to provide for all of the moab neoealltons ap - 
pUcanta for admiBsion and to maintain in 
the bouse duriug the year an average of 
r>() 25 poor and destitute children. 

" There are at present in the Home 54 
children, and the Doeetsary permiHaiuo faua 
been granted for the admiisiou of five more, 
altbongb the oondttion of the treasury doea 
aot warrant a single additional burden. 
Your oommittee, -however, oonfidently be- 
lieve that when the wante of the inatitntioD 
are generally known that the benevolent 
pablio of British Colnmbia will nob anffer its 
nsefnInesB to be curtailed for the want of 
the neoeaeary funds. 

" The legacy of the real estate of the late 
John G. Taylor, eo judiciously realized upon 
at the right moment and now aafely invested 
in tho healihy site and commodious build 
inga at Hillside, and whioh for generationa 
to come, it la hoped, will remain to perpetu- 
ate hia memory, has had an unfavorable 
effect on oar income. It haa left the general 
impreaaion that wo are wealthy and in no 
need of help. A glance at the troaauror'a 
Btatorocnta quickly diapela thia charm, and 
reveals the fact that we are in tho groateat 
need of ftshiatanoo. Our purao it practically 
empty, with only a few annual aubaoriptiona 
available until tho cloae of the year ; beeidea 
which the temporary accommodation ob- 
tained on the moat gonoroua terms from the 
Bank of British Columbia must shortly bo 
repaid. 

"A careful acrutiny of tho financial atate- 
nicnt ahowa that the expenaoa tor mainto- 
naoco of each inmate of'the home haa been 
leea ih.in the RatisfaoLory ohowing of $77 per 
capita of Iviat yenr. After charging maiutO' 
nance with $.5G0 51, interest: on mortgage, 
and amallcr amounts for taxes, inaurauco, 
etc , tho total coat for euch inmate during 
the year 1891 haa been §71 51), or a trifle leas 
than $6 per month, which, cunaidering th*t 
this inolndea board, lodging, clothing, wash, 
ing and primary education, oaa only be re- 
garded aa a marvelloua tritiuto to the soc- 
ceasful management of the ladies' committee, 
to whom the internal affaire of the home are 
entruated. 

" Early in the year a ayatematic division 
of the oity into collecting diatriota was 
made, and coUeoting books specially pro- 
pared for the monthly receipt of small auois 
wore placed among aovoral kind friends of 
tho homo, who aucoeeded by ihiu m<>'ii>i in 
collecting the handaomo suni of If ISl (iO, 
principally in very anmli uniuuma 
Tho hearty thauka of the man. 
agemonb ia extended to tbeso ladi s 
for their arduous and often unpleaaant work 
in this direction and with the hope also that 
these cfforta may be continued during tho 
prcaenb year. 

" Although tho health of tho inmatoa of 
tho homo haa been phunomenally good, 
there have been tlniea when tho eorvicoa of 
B medioal man waa urgently required. On 
bbeae oooaaions Ur. G. L Milno haa always 
promptly responded to calls upon him, and 
haa aa carefully tended and watched over 
the little ones aa he could have done had 
they bcon tho wards of tho riohesh in tho 
land. Your committee extend to him their 
hearty appreciation of hia generoua aervioes. 
To bhe long list of trienda who anonymously 
and otherwiae have oontribated gif ta of vari- 
oua kinda, and In other waya aided the in- 
atitution, tho committee return their grate- 
ful thanks, 

" Slnoo closing tho accounts for tho year 
Bovnral coni riliiitiona havo been reoi:ived 
anil uro no', ed in llio appundix to tho troaa- 
uror'a Btatonierit. Tho coniniittoo aro par- 
ticularly gratijful for tlio r['CL'ii)t, per Mrs. 
D. W. Higgine, c-f $lSli 5(i, boing iho not ro- 
Bult of a charity ball arranged and carried 
to a eucooBsfal iusuo by a few kind-hearted 
ladies. 

" In oonoluaioii, your committeo eurniatly 
commend thia oharir.able and noblo inatitu- 
tion to thoBo able to render a helping hand. 
It ia aincoroly folb by thoao who havo had 
the beat opportunity of forming an opinion, 
that ita primary object as sot forth in its 
dedicatory aervioes ' for training thoso or- 
phan and deatltute children for uaefulneaa 
in tho preaent lite, and for immortal glory in 
that which ia to come,' is never lost sight

The Treasurer — Oh, Yea. The committee 
has made careful inquiriea^on that point, 
and I think that we may be able to count 
upon a small sum from thab aouroe — prob- 
ably ten cents or leaa. lb la absolutely im- 
possible, however, to pay when we are likely 
to get it. 

The Chairman tbonghb that this item 
might just aa well be written off aa carried 
In the booka of the Home. 

It was shown that with all poaatbte econ- 
omy nn Inoomeof about $4,000 would be ra- 
ti uired to carry on the work of the Home on 
its present atandardof ofiSolenoy during the 
new year. 

The report, certified to by Mr. W. H. 
Mason, auditor, was alao reoelved and or- 
dered spread upon the minutes, 

Mr ,luhn Jeesop, honorary secretary, ad- 
drcbHcd the aubacribera in hia annual report 
as follows : 

" Tho time of thia annual meeting would 
1)0 unnecessarily taken up by a detailed hoc 
retary's report, in couacquonco of lliuuholo 
field of ir.formation being covered by re- 
ports of tho chairman, honorary treasurer 
and matron of the institution. It will be 
safficient to say, therefore, that the(|uarter- 
ly and ipooial meetings of tho board of man- 
agement throughout the year havo been 
fairly well attended and characterized by 
much kindly feeling, and with the evident 
desire of all coocorned to promote the best 
Intereata of f he Home. 

' The diaaatroua failure of the bank of 
whohiholate chairman waa manager not 
ly crippled the fioanoea of the Home, but 
V sluoed the chairman's reaignation aa 
.^n aoonafter his uleotion, also that of hia 
mun.beiatiip on tho board. At a mooting 
held on ihr 7'b M irch, 1S84, the lato hon- 
orary secretary was uuanimoualy elected 
ohatrmao, and the vaoanoy ibua br<ui^lu 
b U' in the ai cretaryahip was filled i)y the 
ppointminf ot Iho present occupant. Thia 
lootlni; also unaninioualy appointed Mr. K. 
liHW li .kcr on 1 ho bo'ird in placo ol liie 
l ite chaii ioan, Mr. V. 11. Worlock. 

' A', a Bubsei|ucnl mooting Mr. A. J. Mc- 
Lollun was elected a member of the board in 
place of Rev. K Robaon, whoso removal to 
("hilliwack neccgri' .ti d his reaignation. 
Thia retignation wuu acooptod with much 
regret, as the reverend gentleman waa an en- 
tbusiiKtic worker on the board during his 
year of ollico. Ho still rcmaina a sincere 
well wisher and earnest friend of tho Homo 
and has (juito recently acted the good 
Samaritan's part toward a former inmate." 

The same coune waa taken with this re- 
port as with the two others preceding and 
with that of tho mutron, which was next 
conaidered. This latter gave atatialical in- 
formation in regard to tho children oired 
for at the Home, and also contained a com- 
plete liat of donatlona reoelved during tho 
year. 

Before tho election of tho now committee 
was pro(3(!edod with, 

Hev. Dr. CamphfU bad a augeeation to 
olTor. Ho believed that all denominations 
worn heartily in sympathy with the work of 
tho Homo and hail every oonfidenoo in thoao 
entrusted with tho direction of ita aflairs. 
He believed, therefore, that if the attention 
of tho various I'roteetant ohurchea wore di- 
rected to tho aubjeot, a Sunday might and 
would be aot apart, when apocial oolleotiona 
would bo taken up, tho funds of the orphan, 
ago being thus benoBled to tho extent of 
$300 or f-100. Thia courao had in tho past 
boon followed with advantago to Iho Bible 
society and to tho Jubilee hospital, and ho 
could see nothing In tho way of its being 
adopted for the bonefit of tho Protestant Or- 
phana' Homo.

There is ablll another advantaRS which a 
blaab furni\oo in Ontario is offered, or_ at 
leaat will have an opportunity in atorting, 
over other pig iron catabliahtnonta not only 
in foreign landa but in all other provinooa in 
Canadu, thia ia the bounty olTerod by the 
Ontario Parliiimont at ita laat aeaaion. This 
bouury ia payable to tho minora or producers 
of iron oro iu tho province, but aa tho oiin- 
ditinna rtijuiro thut in order to acoure tho 
bounty tho oro ehall also be amelted in tho 
Province it will bo aeon that tho furnace 
man'd poaition will enable bim to obtain 
much if not all tho benelit, eepfcially if 
there be competition in tho produoliou of 
tho oro. The aum of money ap|)ropriated 
for theao iron bountiea ia SIG.O.OOO, and ia 
available for a period of five years from July 
1, 1S94. Tho miners or produoera are to be 
paid the equivalent of $1 per short ton of 
the pit! metal pmdueed from their ores, but 
not more than §25,000 is to be paid in any 
one year. If more oro ia mined and smelted 
than the $25,000 at $1 per ton of pig would 
be BufBoient to moot, the payments are to be 
on a pro rata basis per ton, ConaccjueDtly, if 
'J."), 000 abort tons of pig iron bo made in ono 
year from Ontario ores, the makers will 
poeaibly enjoy in the reduced price of ore 
the equlvalenti of a bonnfey of $1 per ahort 
ton of pig iron ; If 50,000 tona of iron be 
similarly produoed in one year, tlie bounty 
would be eqaivalent to 50 oenta per ton of 
amelted iron. 

Hero wo have a ayatem of bounties eatub- 
liahod in the Grit province of Ontario by tho 
Orlt Premier, yir Oliver Mowat. If it ia 
right for tho Grit Government of Onturio to 
encourage the manufacture of pig iron at 
Hamilton, by means of bonntiea, it oannot 
bo a very dreadful 01 Ime for the Conserva- 
tive Government of tho Dominion to enoour- 
ago the manufacture of pig iron by similar 
nioana in Pictou, Nova Scotia.

It ia cheering to eoo that tho acalora cl 
Uritiah Columbia have with them tho eym- 
pathy of their countrymen oaat of the Rooky 
Monntaina. Q?he Montreal Gazette under- 
atanda their case fully and ia indignant at 
the way in which the United Statea Con- 
greas haa refnaed to confirm tho arrange- 
ment made with the Secretary of State, .Mr. 
Greaham. It aaya : 

It ia gratifying to learn that tho claima 
of the liritiah Columbia aealera for compen- 
aatlon on acconnt of the illegal aolzuro of 
thoir veaaela by the United States are not 
being loat eight of by the Imperial Govern- 
ment or the British House of Commona. 
Sir Julian Pauncefoto, the British repre- 
aentative at Waahington, haa been proasing 
the anbjeot on the attention of the United 
Statea Government, and in view of the delay 
thataeeoiaUhely to take place before tbeolaima 
are asttledt the British Government has un- 
der oonaideration the advie&bility of paying 
the olaimanti something on acoonnt. Some 
aotion in this direotion, either by the Im- 
perial or the Dominion Government, would 
be justifiable. 

After relating some of tho particulars of 
the illegal seiznrea and oommentinK npon 
the deoision arrived at by the Paria arbitra- 
tora, the Gazette goea on to say i 

The matter waa brought to the notice of 
the United Statea by Sir Jnllan Pauncefote, 
aad United Statea Seoretary Greaham, with 
the approval of President Cleveland, oirered 
a sum of $425,000 in settlement, which waa 
accepted by Great Britain after being ap- 
proved by tho Canadian Government. Con- 
greaa, after delaying consideration of the 
queation aa long aa it could, refuaed to pay 
tho money ; and thus tho whole buainoBB has 
to bo begun over again. Ncgotiationa muat 
be entered into to lii tho amount of dam- 
Bgea, and aa Congreaa haa refused to pay a 
lump Bum in aettlomont, rcferenco to 
a apecially eatabliahod international 
tribunal aeoma inevitable. liut no atopa cu-n 
bo taken in this direction without tho con- 
Bont of the United States Senate, and in the 
ordinary courae cf things tho Soaato will not 
meet again till Ueoomber. Thus a aettlo- 
ment is atill further deferred, and it ia no 
•.Tondor if tho wronged aealera of liritiah 
Columbia become impatient. The high- 
handed proceedinga of the United States 
have been declared to be entirely without 
warrant by tho tribunal to which the ques- 
tion was referred, and it ia a matter of 
national honor, nay of common decency, that 
the United Statea Government should com- 
pensate those whom it haa injured and in- 
aulted in the lawful pursuit of their llvoli' 
hood. This policy of abnlllingand evading 
a claim whose justice haa been established 
beyond all qnescion is unworthy of a groat 
nation. 

The action of both Kepreaontalivea and 
Sonatora haa in thia matter of tho liehring 
Sea Question beon, to say the very least, 
most unbuainesa-like. They have presumed 
to try a case that has already been tried by 
a competent tribunal after a long and aearch- 
ing inveatigation. They aoem to think that 
they, prejudiced aa they are, and inaulii- 
ciontly informed aa they muat nooeaaariiy bo, 
are in a better poaition to arrive at a just 
and reasonable deoision than the able and 
impartial men who were appointed by tho 
two Governments to adjudicate upon the 
question. The truth is the carping and 
(juihbling in Congreaa wore nothing more 
than protextB for rofuaing to give elToct to a 
decision which waa distasteful to its mem 
bars. 



"FUBSAOES AND FOUNDRIES.' 

When the Times the other day oohood 
the blast of the Hamilton Times against tho 
proteotion and encouragement given by tho 
Dominion to the amolting of iron in Canada 
it neglected to mention, accidentally of 
course, that the Grit Government of Onturio 
haa gone into the bnsineaa of foatoring nat i vo 
induatriei. Sir Oliver Mowat, as regards 
" fnrnaoea and foundries," haa adopted the 
boanty system, which the Grits donouuc- 
od, when it was resorted to by the Dominion 
Govermuont, in tho fierceat terms, and in 
the moat unqualified way, 

Tho Iron Age when recounting the ad- 
vantages whiob the Hamilton farnaoo — of 
which enterpriae, by the way, a certain Mr. 
Robert Jaffray, whoae name has a familiar 
sound, in oonneotion with tho affalra of the 



UNOLB SAM'S MONEY MATTERS. 

The amount of money which the United 
Statea Congress expends, or rather author- 
izoa to bo expended, ia enormous. The Fifty* 
tirat Congreaa waa on account of its immenee 
appropriations called tho Billion Dollar Con- 
greaa. Kvory Congreaa since has beon a 
billion dollar Congreaa or very near it. The 
appropriations of the Fifty-flrat Congreaa 
amounted to $1,035,000,000 ; thoae of tho 
Fifty-second Congreaa to 51,027,000,000, 
and tho Congress whoae term has juat ex- 
pired voted away $990,000,000. It will be 
seen by thia that the Demoorata did not 
spend quite so much money aa the 
Kepublicana. The former have out 
down tho pension list to the extent 
of about S.'iO.OOO.OOO, and we have 
no doubt that it could bo cut down still 
further without doing the slightest injaatice 
to any really deserving person. The United 
States penaion liat ia the moat atupendoua 
fraud of the age. It ooata almoat, if not 
altogether, aa much to maintain the United 
States penaionera for services rendered thirty 
yeara or so ago, aa it does to aupporl the 
immense standing army of Germany. 

One of the oonacquencea of these enortnous 
appropriations ia to dissipate the great anr- 
pluaea of whioh the Americana under Cleve- 
land's former administration used to boaat. 
The United States ia no longer a bloated 
capiti^list. Like the reat of the world it 
ia juat now hard up. Its revenue is not 
large enough to pay running exponsoa. 
Unole Sam is obliged to borrow money to 
meet hla notes. Indeed, it looked a little 
while ago as if be would have to suspend 
payment or meet his obligations with de- 
preciated allvor. Ho, however, turned that 
corner cleverly. Tho liritishora camo to hiu 
aid and now he is in funda again. Hie ox- 
penditure haa been for a conaidorixblo 
time in exoeaa of bis recoipta, but his in- 
come ia alowly increasing, so that there is 
hope that he will before very long be able 
to made both ends meet. It muat not be 
euppoaed that, beoaueo ho is short 
at the preoent time, he haa 
grown poor. He ia not poor. 
He haa plenty of money's worth, 
but muoh oi it ia not available 
just now. For one thing, he haa in hla 
vaults $.508,850,907 worth of silver coined 
and uncoined, but, aa all tho world knowa, 
ailvor ia u drug in tho market, and ao Uncle 
Sam must hold on to thia a while longer. His 
gold reserve ia, since the last loan, ijuite 
large enough for business purpoaea. It 
amounted a week or ao ago to $91,112,075. 
Ho had in hia trcaeury gold coin and bullion 
amounting to $l.'iS,, '508,218. He had, thoro- 
fore, at the end of tho firat week of the 
preaenl month gold and ailvor of the v.due 
of more than six hundred milliona of dollars. 
So we may safely conclude that Uncle 8am 
with good management will bo able to pull 
through. 



Italy will demand jnatioe in vain. Withoat 
the co-operation of the State authorities it 
will be impossible to deal with tho mur- 
derers aa justioe demands, and if tho people 
show that they approve of the crimes that 
have been committed the officera of justice 
in the State will be paralyaod. They dare 
not ezorclao their authority in opposition to 
tho will of the mob. 

A ahort time ag", when tho Federal 
authorllios interfered in Colorado to 
protect property and to pub down 
diaorder, the Governor of the State 
openly iuterpoatd to save the rioters 
from tho puniahment they ao well doaerved. 
If, then, tho natl vo pn|iu!aliou sido with tho 
murderera, the Federal Goveruniont will be 
pnwurleas. The Colorado demagogues have 
no regard for the national honor. They 
have not the moat remote conception of what 
ia duo to the Qovernmonta of foreign nations 
whoao aub joota rooido in thoir country. 

It ia aurpriaing that there ia not in tho 
United States a determination among reapoo- 
tablo, law-abiding men to put down lynch- 
ing and other forma of lawlesanesa. The 
United States ia earning for itself an unen- 
viable character abroad for barbarism and 
brutality. It might be auppoaod that men 
who value tho reputation of thoir country 
would cxort thoinaolvea unorgotlcally and 
fearleaaly to aaaert tho supremacy of the 
law. Until they do so matters will grow 
worse and worse, and the oharaoter of the 
Amerlc»na as a nation will sink lower and 
lower. Thia work must be done, and the 
longer it is deferred the more dilBoult will 
it be to perform.

The murder of Italians in Colorado ia 

certain to load to unpleaaantneas between 
Italy acil tho United Statea. Tho Now 
Orlouna trouble some yeara ago uhowid that 
the United Statea (iovernmont oc^upiea a 
vory singular position witli respect to foreign 
countries whoae oitlzens are killed or injur- 
ed in its territory by mob vio- 
lence. Tho Federal (iovernmont ia 
the only United .States (iovernmont 
known to foreign nationa, yet that (iovern- 
mont haa no more power to proaeouto and 
puuiah Aniericaa citizens who do viuionco to 
the aubjeota of a foreign king in any of the 
States than haa that king himself. The Now 
Orleana riotors could laugh at the oHicera of 
tho Federal (iovernmont. They wore per- 
fectly aafo aa long aa tho State authoritioa 
refrained from proaeouting them, and the 
Federal Government has no authority in 
such a matter over the Government of the 
State. When the Italian ambassador de- 
manded tho puniahment of tho New Orloana 
lynchora tho Federal authorities first ((nib- 
bled and tlien were obliged to conioaa that 
thoy were poworloaa in tho matter.

The meetioK then proceeding to the eleo- 
tlon of tho new oommlttee, Rt. Rev. Dr. 
Cridgo, Mr. E. Crov\r Baker, Mr. Charlei 
E&ywatd and Mr. A. C. Flumerfelt were 
choaen to represent the Episoopalian 
ohnrohea. Mr. -T. Hatcheaon, Rev. Dr. 
Campbell, Rev. W. Leslie Clay and Mr. 
{Tborntoa Fell were named aa repreeentim; 
the Presbyterian ohurohes ; and Rev. Solo- 
mon Cleaver, Mr. A. J. MoLellan, ^r. 
I^oab Shakespeare end Mr. John Jessop the 
Mothodint. 

Rev. Dr. CampboU oould see no rfason 
why the Baptisb ohurohoa should not have 
an equal share in tho reBponaibilicies of 
looking after tho orpbana as tho other Pro- 
testant denominations. Oa hia motion, eoo- 
ondod by Rt. Rev. Dr. Cridgo,Rov. Thnnma 
Baldwin, Rev. P. H. MoEivon, Mr. William 
Marcbanb and Mr. A. H. MoNeill wore 
named as tho B»ptiat| mombora of tho board 
of management. 

Mr. Shakeapearo raised the point as to 
whether or nob, acQordiug to clauao tho 
election of theao gentlemon waa coustitu- 
tional. Though all wore one in tho doslro 
to see the Baptist churches equally interest- 
ed in the work of the Home, he did not see 
how the meeting could elect as members of 
the ereontive oommitteo gentlemen who 
were not snbaoribcra to the maintenance of 
the Homo.

On motion of Mr. A. C, Flumerfelt and 
Mr. J. P. Burgeaa, tho cordial thanka of the 
Bubfloribors — aa well as tho orphans — were 
tendered the retiring committee and offioera 
for their zealous and succesaiul work during 
the year just cloaed. 

President Hayward bri< fly returned 
thanks on behalf of himself and hia aesoci- 
atcs of the 1894 committee, It had with 
them been a labor of love, and though the 
work had at times been attended by many 
difSoultiea, with tho addition of tho Baptist 
members to the committee and having in 
view the good that must suroly result from 
the adoption of Dr. Campball'a vainablo 
suggestion regarding an orphanage Sunday, 
the new committee could certainly see sun- 
shine ahead. 

Before tho meeting adjourned, Rev. Dr. 
Caniipbell referred brufly to tho honor that 
had lately been conferred upon Rt. Rev. 
Bishop Cridge, the founder and faithful 
friend of the home, by tho Presbyterian 
College of Montreal, which had recently con- 
ferred upon the Biahop the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity. Inao doing honor to tbia father 
of the obnrob, the ooUeKe— one of the most 
repstable in the land— had done honor to 
itaelL Biahop Cridga'a naiqe was known 
and loved far beyond-the llmita of the city 
and province in which his life had been 
spent in doing good, and no one more 
worthy oould be selected to wear tho honors 
that had now been bestowed upon him. He 
moved that the committee and aubscribers 
of the Protestant Orphans' Home tender 
their heatty conf^ratulationa, and this resolu- 
«ioD, seconded by Mr. Jeesop, waa carried 
nnanimously. 

Bt, Rev. Dr. Cridge retained thanks and 
the meeting olbaed with the benediction. 

BACK TO THE LXSiD. 

Bow Rta Worehlp the Uayor Fropotea to 
Help the Needy to Help 
Thenuelvea. 

Hia Worahip the Mayor has issued a card 
to the public, in which he states that " In 
order that the unemployed may have a 
chance of utilizing idle land in the outskirts 
of the city for cultivation, for tho purpose 
of laiaing food for themEolvea and fumitiea, 
I shall bo pleiieed to confer with parties who 
are willing to grunt free ubo of Buch landa 
for the eeaaon. Thoso willing to aaaist in 
this good work will please leave their ad 
droesca aud partioalara at the city clerk's 
ofBco." 

Asked for particulars of his plan of relief 
thus outlined, tho Mayor said yeatordny : 

"It ia simplicity iteolf. All wo dooiro to 
do is to help the unomployed to help them- 
selves. There is plcjnty of idle land in tho 
city, aa well us in tho auburba, that might 
hotter than not bo cultivated, and wo nek 
tho ownora to allow thoao who are in need 
to utilizo thia idio land for gardening 
purpoaei, A man can thereby, with a little 
diliKCQco and industry, provide himself and 
family with a great many of the necoasitiea 
of life. Ho can work at hia trade when he 
can got work to do, and in his enforced 
periods of ' idleness ' turn Ilia time to good 
account. 

" It will be a good thing for tho city, too, 
for doabtlesa these producers will find a 
ready market for their potatoea and other 
vegetablea— we can bay from them what 
they have to apare Inatead of aendlng onr 
money to Ca'Hfornia or the Sound. Where 
a man ia ao down on hia lack aa to be nnable 
to pnrohaae seed or gardening implements 
we will go 10 for aa to prpvide him with 
them. 

" Surely it ia hotter to do this than to havo 
tho man, and perhaps a family dependent 
upon him, a cliargo upon tho community 
It is butter for him, too, for it fosters tho 
spirit of manly Bolf dcpondenco, It looks to 
mo like un excellent scheme all round, and 
wo propuBo to give it a fair test. The out- 
lay ncccxs iry for iho experiment will not bo 
anything considerable,"

with a bill for tho proteotion of Alaska fish. 
Hitherto Boines have been stretched across 
tho shallow portions of tho rivers and so 
many sahnon havo been t.%kon that there 
has b'jou a tendency to deplete the fish. 
The new legislation requires fish to be taken 
below these pointa at or near the montiha of 
the rivera,

Sak Fbanoisco, March 14.— Amons; the 
pasacngera on the steamer Arawa, which 
arrived from Sydney via Apia and Honolnln 
this morning, were Captain William Davis,

Werthon, C, W. Aehford and H. Zlen. 
They are all from Honolulu and were re- 
leased from prison on condition that they 
would leave the oountry.

tion, to the order of Bullitigor. Dun & ('o. 
were indebted to Tiullinger for about $10,01)0 
for material purchased. It -VM charged thi.t 
Wluian, instead of tranaforring tho check to 
Bullinger, forged Bullingor'a name on tho 
back of the chock and dcpoBitcd it in tho 
bank to hia own credit. The other Indict- 
:iiont charged Wiman with having forgod 
tho name of Ogden Brower, tho Irousurer of 
tho Campbell printing preaa and ninnufiic- 
furing company, on a chock for So, .580. 
Thie check was also drawn by tho euahior 
of Dan & Co. on January 20, 
1893, also upon Wlman's direction. Tno 
charge made aa to this was that Wiman re- 
tained the check for his own use, and p»id 
the Campbell printing press and roanufao- 
turing company with his own notea.

In recognition of 
tho event a decree wad iaeued grant- 
ing amucHty to the priaonera con- 
victed before tho military tribunala for par- 
tiaipalion in tho riota ut Mu&aa di Carrara 
and in .S'.oily. The leadera, however, aro ex- 
cepted from tho benetita of tlio decree. The 
King received tho c^ibinot in tho uftornoon. 
In roaponao to Premier Crlapi'a nongratulu- 
tion, he aaid that with every passing day ho 
felt more oonfldonoo in the Premier's plana 
to Btnollorato tho economic oondiliona of the 
Italian working people.

State Fabllcation of School Books- 
Ex Fire Chief Hnnt-Cariboo 
Pioneer Gone. 

Seattlk, March 15.— The Washington 
State legislature adjourned yoatsrday. (The 
moat enthusiasm ahown in tho house thia 
aeaaion waa diaplayed thia morning when the 
speaker announoed the passage of Hutchin- 
son's senate bill providing for the publica- 
tion by the state of the text books to be naod 
in tho publio achools. The bill aa passed is 
a direct slap at the American Book Company 
and other eohool book truets, and its enact 
mont into law was hailed with long and con- 
tinued cheers, participated in b> most of the 
members and several hundred persons who 
filled the lobby. It provldea an appropria- 
tion for the purpeee of carrying oub the pro 
viaions of the meaaure. The State printer 
shall publish the books, and, it is claimed by 
the friends of the bill tbat 6^ oenta on every 
dollar will be saved the school ehildren of 
the atato in the porchase of books under tho 
new system. 

A car load of peppermint roots has been 
shipped to Kennewlck last night by Jackaon 
Hunt, of the Taooma Mint Uompany. Mr. 
Hunt saya thia ia the firat shipment of the 
kind ever made on this Coast, but the busl 
neea ia bound to grow. At preaent the only 
places In tho United States where popper- 
mint und other mint roots aro grown aro 
Wayne county, Ind., and W^uyno county, 
N.Y. Mr. Hunt saya tho rooti are worth 
about S150 per acre. Ho ia arranging to in 
crease tho aiza of hia mint farm. Hia entire 
tract oouBlata of 824 acres, aituated near 
American l»ke The mint is harveatod with 
a reaper and binder, aa wheat ii harveated. 
Afterwards the fluid ia extracted. The aoil 
south of tho city and east of tho mountains 
is adapted to tho cultivation of mint. 

A. B. Hunt, ex-chief of tho firo depart- 
ment, who left Seattle about tho time hia 
trial on tho charge of fraudulently obtaining 
naturalization papers waa to have come up, 
appeared in tho city yesterday. The auppo- 
allion that Hunt wont to Vancouver by boat 
waa correct, and ill is also almost certain 
that ho ooUeoted some evidence which will 
bo used in hia trial next summer. After 
Hunt wired Mayor Pholpa from British Col- 
umbia that ho desired a thirty days' leavo of 
abaenoe, and if the request was not granted 
wished to tender hia resignation, he went 
direct to Sarnia, Oatario, a few miles from 
whioh place bis family is staying, and then 
to Petrolia, where hia father lies ill from a 
stroke of paralyaia. In speaking of bla trip 
Hunt said it was oonneoted with private 
matters, and he did not seem to take kindly 
to any Intimation that he crossed the lino 
beoaaae a friend, who thought be knew what 
was going to happen, informed him that he 
wonld be forced to trial whether he wanted 
to or not. 

A new vein of coal has been struck in the 
Eureka Coal Company's mine at Cumber- 
land, nine feet thick altogether, with five 
feot throe inches of clean coal, burning to a 
white aeh and coking well. There ia aaid 
to bo about 600,000 tona above water level. 

The publio library waa re-opened thia 
morning, an arrangement having been made 
to reduco tho expenses to an amount which 
a system of monthly foes to be Introduced 
will cover. 

Jamea Welsh, recently appointed ohiof 
commiasioner, and a very well known 
pioneer, died yesterday, after a brief illncBe, 
at the ago of 64. He operated for a time in 
Cariboo and there laid the foundation of 
the snag fortune which he bequeaths. 

PouTLAN-D, March 15, — There Is a heavy 
movement in potatoes from Portland to Mia- 
aourl rivor points, an average of ten car- 
loads being sent each day. These shipments 
are made possible by the low prices ruling 
hero, as a result of the over-supply in the 
country. There is a good demand for Ore- 
gon potatoes In the East, and the movement 
will continue unless local prices are advimo- 
sd. Any raise will immediately check the 
bnsineas and the market will fall back to 
the unprofitable rut which has characterized 
It BO long. 

The experiment of ihipping oggs Kist, 
whioh waa tried two weeks ago, proves to 
be a good thing for Portland. Two more 
carloads or Oregon egga will bo sent oast in 
& duy or two. Tho local quotation was 8c., 
but aa receipts aro growing lighter and tho 
market will soon be relieved of the over- 
aupply, an advance may bo looked for very 
soon. 

Vacavii.i.k, Cal., March 15. — From re- 
pnrtH that have come in from tho valley it ia 
safe to say that tho damage done by laat 
night'a unusually heavy froat will not fall 
much thort of §225,000. Tho apricot crop 
huB been alnioat totally doatroyod, probably 
not fifty tons remaining. Eirly cherries 
that would havo been on tho market in two 
wi^cku uro all gone. Tho late voriotioa aro 
thought to bo all right, as they are only juat 
hloduoniiug. Tho almond crop, whioh was 
adviincbd about tho samo as apricots, ia 
ruined. It ia inipoeeiblo to aay what 
damage hua been done to poaohea, aa thoy 
aro just coming out from the bloom and do 
not ahow aa plainly. Thia is true of plums 
and pruDca.

Conipeusatioa Wanted for Cattle De- 
stroyed -To Frepare a Scheme 
for Boad Work. 



Has. Kesrlieencei Dishonesty or Inca- 
pacity Bxlated in Tlila Civic 

Department ? 

The romarka of Aid. R. T. Williama at a 
recent meeting of the city council, with re- 
ference to allexed jobbery in conneotion 
with the ereotioa of the new «leotrio light 
works, and the communfoatlon of Mr. C. H. 
Stickols in reply to tho ohargea of Ahe alder- 
man, have induced Aid. Ed. Bragg to ask 
for a formal investigation. He <pt^epe°es 
that u Buleuc committee of the«o(incil shall 
ooDctituto tho court of tcquiry, and bis opin- 
ioDs on thia eul>j>Jol; of so muoh jmportanoe 
to tlie ritepayers ore clearly outJlDSd io the 
following notice of resolution, whicb ^ 
placed on tb9 oity hall bulletin board yester- 
day : 

** Whereas it ia provided in section 2 of 
the municipal sot amendment aot, 1893, that 
the ooancil or any standing or special com- 
mittee thereof ehail have power under the 
band and seal of the mayor to summon 
witneasoB for examination on oath in any 
and all matters oonneoted with or related to 
the administration of .mnnleipal affairs, and 
shall have the power to enforce the attend- 
ance of euoh witnesses and compel them to 
give evidence as '*« vested ia any court of 
law in civic oasiBi-, 

" And whereas all a' meeting of (he oonn- 
cil held on the 12th instant a oommnnloation 
was received from Mr. C, H. Stickels, late 
engineer in charge of eleotrio light plant 
and oonetruotion, wlio requested that this 
body should be pleased to oauee an investi- 
gation to be made into any and every 
transaction, into all work and all contracts, 
and every and all matters connected with 
the now eicotric light plant ; 

"And whereas many damaging statements 
have been made in this council, in the prese, 
on the public platform and elsewhere con- 
cerning tho conduct of tho work on tho 
electric light plant conatruction and in re- 
spect to the purchaaea made in conueetion 
therewith, not only during tho present but 
during pist yoara as well ; 

" And whereas it is of the highest im- 
portance that the public should correctly be 
informed concerning ail matters of a muni- 
cipal character and particularly concerning 
those matters which involve tho expenditure 
of public money and the employment of 
skilled labor ; 

" Therefore be it resolved : That a aolecb 
committee consistlDg of Aldermen Cameron, 
McLellan and Partridge be appointed to in- 
quire into all matters connected with the 
electric light department of the city since 
the inqairy by Boyal Commission in the 
year 1891, to summon witnesses, talce evid- 
ence, and do alt other acts Which may be 
necessary to givo the inqairy the largest 
possible scope with a view to ascertaining 
whether oegligeaoe, dishonssty or incapa- 
city haaezuted in the management, oon- 
strnction, maintenance or operation of city 
electric light works, and to report to this 
oonnoll." 



A CUBE FOB LOCKJAW. 

Another Antl'Toxine Discovered By the Di- 
rector of a New York Institute. 

New YoBK, March 16. — Before the 
Medico legal society a paper was read last 
night by Dr. Pouf Oibier, director of tho 
New York Paateur institute, in which ho 
presented the interesting facts of adiacov- 
ery in which ho claimed that anti toiino 

of tetabVU l4 a positive preventative, if not 
ad iiljsolute remedy for lockjiw. He on 
tered at length into tho details of tho 
preparation of anti toxine, and cited nu- 
merouB caar a whore the introduction of that 
wondetful fluid into the system both pre- 
vented lockjaw and effected onres. Through 
a large microsoope, which Dr. Qibier had 
previously setup on the platform, his bear 
era were enabled to peep at the baoilli of 
tetanus with which he had charged tho 
qiasa. The observers, many of whom thus 
took their first object lesson in the study of 
bacteriology, saw through the gUsa a 
myriad of globe-like objects, apparently as 
big aa poas, but in reality invisible to tho 
naked eye. Theae ore the globes which pro- 
duce tho terrible tetanus. Said Dr. Gibier : 
" Tho bacoilli of tontanus cover all bcc- 
tions of tho earth inhabited by man or beaet. 
Tho germs aro indigenous, I might auy, to 
the soil whero man or animals live. Partic- 
ularly in tho stable myriads and myriads of 
these germs of disoaso have their being Tho 
horse, nioro than any other animal, is sus- 
cuptiblo to totanuB, and this may bo ao- 
countod for from the ftiot that the filth of tho 
stable ia more ooodncive to the development 
of the tetanus baocllli than any other condi- 
tion." 

Tho disoaao is not contracted by inhala- 
tion. Ic is the result of germs being intro- 
duced into a wound or opening of the skin. 
Once in tho wound, tho germs of tetanna 
thrive wonderfully, and in a few days pro- 
duce that awful condition which results in 
the stifToning of the muscles of the jaw, ter- 
rible convulaious and rigidity of the face, 
and ends in death.

trict and tuberculosis, thero being present 
between forty and fifty people, inclnding a 
number who went out from the city. 

td^r,. George.Daaiih bbing ohcaen. ohaitm'an 
explained the reasdnt for Whidb ' ibe meet- 
ing was called, 

Mr. Frank Sear waa appointed seorobnry 
and on being called upon to road the min- 
utes of the Cedar Hill meeting lately held, 
read an aooounb of the proceedings there, 
which was unanimously adopted, 

A long pause isnsued and the Chair had to 
ask several times for someone to speak be- 
fore anyone came forward. 

Mr D. Stevens at length oame to the 
front and said that he did not consider tho 
appropriations for roads well expended in 
the district. He oomplained that the road 
superintendent for the distrlcb was paid too 
much, and that $1,000 pub down for nundry 
expenditure had not been spent on the 
roads. tCfaere waa nnjast diaatimination in 
giving some men working on the . roads 
more than others. The road superintendont 
waa rnnniog about working for Dominion 
politics and one of the foremen was not a 
raiident of the district. Alluding to Hon. 

Eberts, ho said there was a general 
feeling gentleman shontd not be 

oppaael? &b tlid <3onjing election tj th6 dla- 
triot, but he would like to know why Mr. 
Eborta waa nob ab the meeting. 

Mr. George Sangster thereupon read the 
following letter, written to Mr. R. Porter : 

" My Dear Sib, — I will nob be ab tho 
meeting to-night, a>8 Dr, Davie, in whose 
carol am, haa advised me nob to oxpoae my- 
self too much to the night air. Referring 
to the road matters you spoke of yosterdoy 
to me in your oiiice, I beg to say that per- 
sonally 1 am and always have been ready 
and willing to be guided by tho majority of 
the electorate of South Victoria as to where 
and bow the appropriation for roads should 
be spent, 

" D, M. Eberts." 

On Mr. Sangster's motion it was decided 
to appoint a committee of ten to get up a 
system for road work to submib to the gov- 
ernment. Tho following were named as the 
committee: J. F. Chandler, Goo, Deans, D, 
Stevens, J. Russell, E. Johns, Robert 
Porter, Wm. Thompson, J. Sluggett, sr., 
Jas Todd and E. Lineker, 

Mr. S. Jones complained that tho road 
appropriationa were not properly spent. 
Tho road boss waa paid a big salary for pa- 
rading olong tho road while tho workmen 
only got imall pay for doing tho work. Ho 
criticised the expenditure, which ho be- 
lieved had been made, of $1,000 for tt bil- 
liard table for Government House, The dis- 
trict farmers were nob well treated. If 
Conservatism suited him ho would keep 
quiet, bub this road businesB made him 
tick. (Laughter.) The farmer never 
grumbled, bat he bad made up bis mind to 
kick bard. The farmers should elect their 
own road bosses and make them work. He 
didn't want the;n to whoop it up for any 
politician. He never bad and he hoped to 
die before ho did. (Laughter.) 

Mr. George MoBae said that after the 
Cedar Hill meeting he had asked Mr. Roper 
why he had not then told the truth about 
his saying that the government wonid give 
CDmpenaation for cattle destroyed for tuber- 
culosis, and Mr. Boper had said he could 
not. Dr. Tolmie, when asiced why he did 
not bear Mr. MoBae's statement out about 
what Mr, Roper had said, replied, " I did 
not want to hurt Mr. Roper." He (Mr. 
McRae) had not only lost his cattle bub his 
credit, and was ruined by his cattle being 
quarantined. While the government 
had paid ?6 a day for men 
to watch hia cattle In quarantine 
he waa only given 35 centa a day a head for 
feeding his stock. Ho and the Tolmies 
were tho only ones singled out in the 
quarantining of cattle. Mr. Roper had told 
ht.n " You'll be paid for those cows, bub 
you'll have to keep it quieti." He repeated 
that Mr. Tamer bad promised him oom- 
pensatloOr . 

Dr. tolmie explained that Mr. McRae 
was mistaken in what had ooonrrod between 
them. He (Dr. Tolmic) had said he con- 
sidered that owing to his position be should 
not discuss the question. Mr. Roper 
had, however, promised Mr. MoRao com- 
pensation, saying that the government was 
backing him up. Answering questions on 
tulrerculosla ho said tubercullu was tho only 
sunj teal for tuberculoaio. I'jlvea were sel- 
dom found infected ab birth, though there 
was a sliL'ht horoditary tendency In them. 

Mr. H. Dallas Holmokcn, M P.P., com- 
mendSed tho roEolution appointing a commit- 
tee t^' devise a scheme for road work. It 
was ^.roper that tho ratepayers in tho dis- 
trict should Bay where the money on roads 
should bo spent, and tho best plan was 
to send in their auggestlona to 
their members. No doubt icjuatiao had 
been done lo some persons in the diatriob in 
tho treatment of tho oases of tuberculosis. 
Ho would not go into tho matter fully, but 
ic waa likely that a test case would aeon 
como up in the courts, which would make it 
clear whether the provincial government 
had or had not the right to legislate on the 
Bubjuct. The Dominion had a statute deal- 
ing with the question of quarantine, and be 
believed if the provincial government conld 
deal with the question they should 
give oompeMation. A oommisslou on 
tuberculosis in Eogland were soon 
to report, and it would have been better to 
wait till they made known tho result of 
thoir invealigutions boforo dealing with tho

Next session he would go into the 
subject. Referring to Mr. Eberts, he siid 
that gentleman waa forbidden by his physi- 
cian to oiposo himself to tho night air or ho 
would have been present. Ho trusted that 
Mr Eberts would bo returned without op- 
position. (Applause.) 

Dr. Milne said that Mr. MoRao and Mr. 
Tolmie had been badly treated and shonld 
have received compensation for their cattle. 
Ho advocated the provincial government 
giving compensation to the amount of half 
the value of cattle slaughtered. Referring 
to the roads, he held that the work ahonld 
he more rffioiently carried out. 

Mr. Wm. Macohaot had come oat to aee 
how the land lay and to get biformation. 
He waa of opinion that the government hav- 
ing found it in the pnblio intereitthat tuber- 
culous cattle should be killed, it was only 
reasonable that the public shopld boar part 
of the cost and pay compensation. 

Mr. George Sangster seconded by Mr. L. 
Coigdarippe, moved tho following resolution 
which was carried : "That this meeting 
condemn the action of the government in 
regard to tuberonloaia and urge compensa- 
tion for the cattle already destroyed and in 
quarantine," 

The meeting then adjourned.
